One of the most inter- 
esting results was: the proof that the 
soil population is not steady in num- 
ber, as had always been: assumed, but 
is ina violent state of flux.

Expgrt and Import Trade Between 
Canada ,and U.S. Shows Gains 
In a recent official statement, trade 
between Canada and the United States 
both Amport and export, for the fiscal 
year ‘ending March 31; 1923, show con- 
siderable increase over the preceding 
year. \ Total imports from the United 
States amounted to. $540,917, 432, of 
which $332,262,722 was dutlable, and 
the remainder free of duty. For the 
year ending March 31) 1922, total im- 


| ports amounted to $515,958,196, inelud- 


ing dutiable goods to the value of 
$312,093,534. 

Total exports to the United States 
from Canada during the twelve months’ 
Were $380,347,721, as compared with 
$304,104,177 during the previous year. 
Of last year’s exports the largest item 
was wood, wood products ‘and _ paper, 
amounting to $191,363,061... Animal 
products amounted to $55,255,166, and 
agricaftural products to $41,891,873.

As an argument against selling by 
the pound, many poultry ‘producers. 
argue that this would not’ make much 
difference because their pullet eggs 
are small and eggs from mature fowls 
are somewhat larger and what is lost 
by selling larger eggs by the dozen is 
gained by selling. the smaller ones by 
the dozen.” '

; After many long and bitter years of epee marked by horrors aud atro- 
cities of all kinds, it would at last appear.as if a real peace was dawning in 
Iréland. “With the passage of the Irish Free State constitution by the British 

‘Parliament it was felt that peace would almost immediately follow, inasmuch 
as*by that constitution Ireland was granted a larger. measure of home rule 
than was dreamed of by the Homé Rillers of the past, and given as liberal and 
democratic a form of government as Is enjoyed by any. country today,  Un- 
fortunately, there were a few irreconcilables: who would aceépt nothing less, 
than ‘absolute independence and complete severance of all:ttes with the Brit~ 
ish Empire, atid so tlie warfare’ continued, confined, however, to the Irish peo~ 
ple themselves, but terribly destructive of life and property. -- oe 

However, on the anniversary of Queen Victorfa’s birth, Eamonn de Val- 
era, the Irish republican leader, ‘addressed a letter to all ranks in the repub- 
lican army calling for discontinuance of the armed struggle, ordering the lay~- 
ing aside of all arms, and declaring that the “republi¢’ can no longer be de- 
fended by arms. Further sacrifices on the part of the republican irregulars 
would, Valera declare’, be ih vain, and the continuance of the struggle be un- 
wise in the national interests. At the same time the republican chief of 

-_etaff, Frank Alken, issued an order that all arms were to be dumped. 

All friends of Ireland must rejoice at this decision. . The cause of home 
rule for Ireland has been won, handsomely. so, but the plan of setting up a 
republic in Ireland could never be anything but an idle dream, and the longer 
it was persisted in, the greater the suffering and loss forced on the Irish peo- 
ple; and the longer the period that must elapse ‘before the Emerald Isle. would 
launch on an assured future of happiness and prosperity. 

For this happy culmination of the tragic events of the past few years, 
the Free State Government and its staunch friends and supporters are deserv- 

. ing of all praise and full credit. From the date of the creation of the Free 
States, the Government of Ireland have loyally fulfilled their treaty obliga- 
tions with the British Government, have staunchly upheld the Free ‘State con: 
stitution, and have energetically set to work to bring order out of chaos and 
establish all the institutions essential to the maintenance of law, order and 
good government. In the face of seemingly unsurmountable difficulties they 

~ have succéeded fn, whiat‘is aftér’ all, ari aimazingly slidrt Space of time. 

Irishmen have done some wonderful things for the British Empire 
throughout the centuries of the past... Britain-owes Much to them.’. Even 
in the recent Great War when Britain’s enemies sought to induce Irishmen 
to take advantage of the Empire's life and death struggle to declare their ab- 
solute independence and join forges with Britain's enemies, the rank and file 
of the Irish people refused and remained steadfastly loyal, and tens ‘of thous- 
ands of them laid down their lives that the Empire might be saved to do its 
gteat work in the world. And what would the world be today if it was not 
for the strong hand and. steadying influence. of the British: Empire? 

The ending of the unhappy struggle in Ireland will likewise serve to re- 
move the greatest of all obstacles to the development of a still greater under- 
standing and cordiality between the Empire and the United States. Home 
Rule for, Ireland has for years been almost’ as great an isste-in the United 
States as in Great Britain and Ireland., It has been‘used to create misunder- 
standings and cultivate hatred of Britain throughout the United States, and 
has led to many Hl-advised statements against Great Britain, even by prom-: 
inent men, in the heat and excitement of election campaigns in the big re- 
public. United States money has very largely financed the armies of dis- 
content and revolt in Ireland, but, with the*granting of. the Free State con- 

_ stitution, the vast’ majority of. the American people were agreed that. Ire- 
land’s aspirations had been niet, and with but few exceptions support. for 
Valera and:his irreconcilables was discontinued. 

If Valera and his followers, having now recognized the inevitable insofar 
‘as armed resistance to the Free State Government is concerned, . will throw 
their energy ‘and influence to developing Ireland along the lines and arts of 
peace, Ireland may with confidence look forward toa bright future, moving | 
steadily forward to her proper and rightful place as one of the outstanding
